For  the  first  time  in  many  years  we  have  been  able  to  fill  all  orders  the  past  spring  within  five 
days  ot  receipt  of  same,  and  it  has  been  no  easy  task,  taking  into  consideration  the  abnormal  condi- 
tions, and  now  since  we  have  convinced  our  customers  that  we  can  do  this,  we  are  going  to  keep  up 
our  record;  and  hope  it  is  as  pleasing  to  our  customers  as  it  is  to  us. 

We  all  know  war  conditions  make  it  harder  to  do  business  than  in  normal  times.  Shipping  is  still 
a trifle  slow,  and  a great  many  orders  were  lost  by  the  transportation  companies,  which  has  a tendency 
to  cause  an  increased  number  of  complaints,  which  take  a great  deal  of  time  to  look  them  up  and  oft- 
entimes we  are  blamed  for  things  over  which  we  had  no  control,  but  whenever  we  make  mistakes  we 
want  to  make  them  satisfactory  to  our  customers.  Out  of  a large  number  of  orders  there  are  always 
a certain  number  that  are  going  wrong  in  some  way  or  other,  and  should  it  happen  to  be  yours,  write 
us  about  it,  and  we  assure  you  we  will  make  it  right.  We  make  it  our  policy  to  please  our  customers, 
first,  last  and  all  the  time,  and  we  would  like  to  impress  this  fact  upon  our  customers.  Let  us  all  have 
plenty  of  patience  these  strenuous  times,  and  we  kindly  ask  our  customers  to  cut  down  the  size  of 
their  letters  and  complaints,  because  we  often  receive  letters  from  four  to  ten  solid  pages,  and  when 
not  written  on  the  typewriter,  it  takes  some  time  to  wade  through  them,  and  if  you  have  a complaint  to 
make,  please  make  it  short  and  to  the  point. 

For  the  past  two  years  our  Bulbs  did  not  reach  us  from  Holland  until  about  the  tenth  of  Novem- 
ber, which  caused  you  a great  deal  of  worry  and  anxiety,  and  us  a great  deal  of  money  and  extra  work. 
They  should  have  reached  us  about  September  15th,  and  as  the  war  is  now  over,  we  are  assured  we 
will  get  them  not  later  than  September  20th. 

Our  government  placed  an  embargo  against  all  Bulbs  except  Hyacinths,  Tulips,  Narcissus  and  Crocus,  which  will  account 
for  us  offering  only  a limited  number  of  Bulbs.  There  is  also  an  embargo  against  all  importation  of  Azaleas,  Araucarias, 
Rhododendrons',  Roses,  Evergreens,  Shrubbery  and  many  other  items.  Just  how  long  this  law  will  remain  in  force  we  are  unable 
to  say.  We  thank  you  very  much  for  the  orders  you  sent  us  this  Spring,  and  hope  you  will  continue  to  send  them  to  us,  and 
if  you  received  an  order  from  us  that  was  unsatisfactory,  let  us  know  about  it,  and  we  will  make  it  satisfactory.  We  are  in 
position  to  serve  you  better  than  ever,  so  do  not  hesitate  to  send  us  your  orders  on  account  of  some  small  difference  that 
might  have  come  up  in  former  orders. 

Shipping  is  getting  better  every  day,  which  will  help  out  on  delays.  We  have  about  200  orders  from  parties  that  failed  to 
sign  their  names  to  the  orders,  or  who  failed  to  give  us  their  postoffice  address,  so  if  you  did  not  get  your  orders  that  you  sent 
us,  send  us  a copy  of  them,  just  when  you  mailed  them,  how  you  remitted  for  them,  and,  above  all,  did  you  mail  the  order 
yourself.  Hoping  to  receive  your  orders,  we  remain.  Yours  very  truly

How  to  Grow  Beautiful  Hyacinths 


IN  THE  OPEN  GROUND 

Plant  in  the  fall  6 inches  apart  each 
way  and  3 to  4 inches  deep.  Give 
them  slight  protection  over  winter,  and 
in  the  spring,  after  the  flowers  are  gone, 
the  bulbs  may  be  removed  in  time  to 
set  your  summer  flowering  plants. 


IN  POTS  OR  WINDOW  BOXES 

Plant  bulb  in  the  pot  so  that  its 
crown  just  shows,  then  set  away  in  a 
cool,  dark  place  for  six  weeks  or  two 
months  for  root-growth  to  develop.  After 
this,  bring  gradually  to  the  light,  heat 
and  air;  give  plenty  of  water. 


IN  GLASSES 

Set  the  bulbs  so  that  the  lower  end 
merely  touches  the  water.  Put  away  in 
a cool,  dark  place  till  you  see  the  roots 
developed,  then  remove  by  degrees  to 
full  light  and  air.  A piece  of  charcoal 
in  the  water  will  keep  it  sweet.

Garden  Culture  for  Hardy  Bulbs 


To  secure  early  fine  flowers  outdoor  planting  should  be  done 
early  in  fall,  though,  generally  speaking,  from  October  to  No- 
vember is  the  most  desirable  time.  Most  bulbs  succeed  in  any 
well-drained,  good  garden  soil,  which,  however,  should  be  dug 
about  18  inces  deep.  Hardy  bulbs  throw  out  their  roots  during 
fall  and  winter.  They  usually  root  deep ; therefore,  bulbs 
should  be  planted  from  3 to  4 inches  below  surface,  so  as  to  be 
as  free  as  possible  from  the  upper  crust  of  the  soil,  which 
heaves  considerably,  caused  by  the  alternate  freezing  and  thaw- 
ing, thus  causing  bulbs  planted  too  near  the  surface  to  break 
down  their  roots.  A little  sand  placed  below  and  around  bulbs 
permits  water  to  drain  off  in  heavy,  soils.  Beds  should  be  in 
a sunny  position,  if  possible,  and  protected  during  winter  by  a 
coating  of  rotted  manure.  Bulbs  may  be  taken  up  and  dried  off 
as  soon  as  leaves  acquire  yellow  color ; beds  will  be  vacant  in 
time  for  ordinary  bedding  plants.  If  it  is  found  necessary  to 
remove  bulbs  immediately  after  flowering  they  should  be  care- 
fully taken  up,  the  leaves  and  roots  damaged  as  little  as  possible,  and  “heeled  in”  in  some  slightly  shaded  place  until  the  foli- 
age is  quite  withered  and  bulbs  thoroughly  ripened,  when  they  may  be  taken  up,  cleaned  and  stored  in  a cold,  dry  shed  or 
cellar  until  wanted  for  the  next  fall's  planting.
